High Freight Rates 
By Truck to Glades 


Residents and merehants of 
Belle Glade, Pahokee, Canal 
Point, and other Lake Okeecho- 
bee cities located in Palm Beach 
County, may find their truck 
freight charges lowered if an 
effort started this week by the 
Palm Beach County Freight 
Traffic Bureau is successful. 

B, A. Rowland, Jr., chairman 
of the Joint Cooperative Council 
Freight Rate Advisory Commit- 
‘Traffic Bureau, announced that 
tee which sponsors the County 
Traffic Bureau, announced that 
James W. Lee, Director of the 
Bureau, will make an appear- 
ance before the Rate Committee 
of the Florida Interstate Rate 
Bureau next Thursday. He said 
that some $7,000 @ year was at 
stake in the Glades area. 

Rowlands said that a survey 
conducted by the Traffic Bu- 
reau revealed that truck rates 
from Miami to Belle Glade were 
based upon a rate-making mile- 
age of 130 miles, although the 
actual highway distance was 
only 78 miles. The survey also 
showed that truck freight rates 
on shipments moving from West 
Palm Beach to Belle Glade were 
based upon a rate-making mile- 
age of 60 miles, while the actual 
distance is only 43 miles.

Our present force of seven- 
teen volunteers represents many 
various occupations. We have 
three plumbers, three route 
salesmen, two radio repair men, 
two telephone linemen, and one 
each from the following: elect- 
rician, barber, carpenter, bio- 


logist, cleaning establishment, 
farmer and service station oper- 
ator. 

Except that the full time men 
receive special schooling in the 
intricacies of pump operation, 
volunteers receive the same 
training as the regulars. Twice 
monthly drills include intensive 
instruction in hose evolutions, 
from the 1 inch booster line up 
io the "deluge gun" which is 
supplied by three lines of 234 
inch hose. Ladders range from 
the eight foot folding "attic lad- 
der" to the thirty-five foot alu- 
minum extension which will 
reach the roof of partically any 
building in town, First aid and 
rescue methods are not neglect- 
ed. In addition the volunteers 
are trained in the proper use of 
water fog for interior fires, thus 
utilizing water to the best ad- 
vantage and reducing damage 
from excess water. Lectures and 
inspections regatding hazardous 
locations and conditions are fre- 


vent ski-ing from the hurricane 
gate to a point 200 feet north 
of the bridge. 

Another regulation imposes 
the laws concerning "the wake”, 
which are all-inclusive, and cov- 
er almost everything you can 
do wrong while driving a boat, 
or pulling skiers.
